Letters From The Front 


Sergt. F. H. Anquetil writes:— 

Just a few lines to lot you know 
that I am drawing my rations. Well, 
here we are dumped down at last for 
our final touching up and by the way 
ts soldiering all the time, believe 
me, holy Josey ! talk about physical 
torture and deep knee breathing, we 
get it all, here. You would sure 
think a man was clear off his top if 
you saw him alone going through the 
moves they have here. For instance, 
you will see a bunch of men march- 
ing along atthe ordinary clip. At 
the sound of a whistle you would 
think hell had been turned loose after 
them. They spread like shot from a 
gun and flop on their bellies in the 
mud and lay there like dead men. 
One more blast: you're supposed to 
ump 5 ft in the air, crack your heels 
three times and stand on your head 
inthe mud, then lower yourself gent- 
ly on your back, coil up like a snake 
and crawl down the spout of a_ tea 
kettle. Some oxercise. 

Anyhow I'am pleased to say that. I 
am feeling fine, in spite of the fact 
that we are at present under strict 
quarantine for mumps. We have never 
been outside our lines since we came 
here. They have a guard all around 
our lines. I saw Hugh Clarke, but I 
was unfortunate in not‘being able to 
speak to him: he is looking fine and 
looks as though army life agreed 
with him. 

The sea journey was exceptionally 
fine but as you know a trooper is no 
pleasure boat: we carricd 6,000 sold- 
iers, 1,300 crow, 200 navy men, some 
load. Whenever a submarine alarm 
sounded we had the time of our lives 
getting on the boat deck, Talk of bers 
swarming out of a hive; why, it was 
not in it. We had to wear our life 
belts from the time we left until the 
time we landed. We went through 
drills and had a whale of a time. 

Well. I must tell you that at our 
miess meeting last night I was given 
the position of caterer to our Sergts. 
Mess. Not having time to attend to 
it all, I handed the kitchen and dry 

art over to Charlie, but you bet I 
can run the wet part of the mess to 
a fine point. ‘Iamthe guy with the 
key to the tap-room.”’ I managed to 
get Jim Forsythe, from the RedDeer 
Grocery, for my barman aad now 
things are running fine. Fred is the 
best boy in the mess now. 

Talk of Canadian prices being high; 
England has got her beat sixty ways. 
I paid 13c for an egg, 8 cents for a 
glass of milk, 10 cents for two boxes 
of matehes. You folks don’t know 
the country is at war. Everything is 
in darkness. The lights on autorro- 
biles are about the size ofa dollar 
The remainder of the glass is paint- 
ed black. Everyone carried a little 
electrictorch. It reminds a person of 
abunch of glow worms around a 
slough. 


Gordon McTlwraith writes, Dec. 18 
that he is now using Vickers’ guns 
instead of Lewis’ guns like the sec- 
tion use, and it is very seldom that 
they ‘‘go over the top.’’ Only ten of 
the 38 who came onthe draft were 
transferred to the Brigade guns, and 
he had been moved’ on from his Red 
Deer comrades, but his new older 
friends were helping him out. His 
Red Deer comrades—Muldrew, Cars- 
well, Lagrow, Pocha— were left be- 
hind in quarantine with measles. Lt. 
Shields, of Lacombe, was in charge 
of their section, so they struck 
particularly lucky. He had just fin- 
ished a hurried course on the Vickers 
gun and believes, from what he has 
seen of it, it has the Colt beaten 
miles, and a lot of the training they 
had on the Colt came in handy \ on 
the Vickers. The weather was rath- 
er disagreeable, but no snow as yet. 

Writing, Dec. 30, and Jan, 2, he 
spoke of the difficulties of their dug- 
out: they were flooded out when it 
rained, ‘‘It had rained all day yes- 
terday and all last night, but when 1 
came off guard at midnight every- 
thing was nice and dry—a nice blaz- 
ing fire in the brazier anda can of 
About 5 o’- 
clock one of the fellows shook me 
and woke me up and told me I was 
lying in water—I had been pretty well 
played out and was stupid, told him 
T wasn’t and rolled over and went to 
sleep again. Half an hour later I he- 
gan to get cold, soIsatup and put 
my hand in water at my side and 
found that I was in the water. 1 
wasn’t long in lifting to the next 
hunk higher up, I tell you. By the 
light of a candle I surveyed the 


‘Iscene, along with the rest of the team 


-and I found my socks floating a- 
round by the stairs, my hat was un- 
der a bench, and my puttees_ were 
mixed up with one of the other fel- 
low’s socks, After gathering ou 
stuff up we dressed _ ourselves and 
started to bail it out with a couple 
of old tins—working like a vountry 
fire brigade. We are just getting 
dried now—but we should worry: it’s 
all in the day’s work. Jan 2—Didn’t 
have time to finish letter in the 
trenches as Fritz got pretty busy 
then and we all had to work, but 
now that we are out in a rest camp 
will try to finish. Came out the night 
before New Year’s — a cold, rainy, 
night and we were all mud and were 
pretty tired when we struck camp. 
Some way to spend New Year’s, ch! 
—cleaning guns, shining buttons and 
now they call .us the 11th Brigade 
Baby Dolls — a classy name, too — 
imagine us having an inspector in 
the trenches of our equipment, etc., 
that’s what we had.

That had it not been for the mis- 
sionaries Great Britain might not have 
been able to hold India, and that had 
it not been for the missionaries Africa 
would have been in a blaze of insur- 
rection at the time the European war 
broke out was asserted by Rev. Dr. 
Endicott, general secretary of mis- 
sions for the Methodist Church in 
Canada, who labored for nearly twenty 
aoe as a missionary in the Oriental 
field.

He championed 
ithe cause of the peop] among whom 
he worked and therefore won their 
sympathy and confidence. 

Dr. Endicott said the missionaries 
of his Church had contributed very 
Jargely of their salaries to patriotic 
work. There was not a son of a 
foreign missionary of eligibility for 
military service who was not at the 
front.

Shell Lathes 


The Setter-up, in a British shell fac- 
tory where women do the machining, 
is the man who keeps the lathes in 
order. His duties are equivalent to 
‘those of a chauffeur who undertakes 
Yunning repairs. Previously the set- 
‘ter-up was the machinist, and in this 
capacity he tended the machine as well 
8 working it. When the dilution of

by Zeppelin or submarine; fought in 
Africa, at the Canal, at the Dardan- 
elles; grappled with the Turk and the 
Bulgar; changed generals and admir- 
als in command; changed Cabinets; 
fed the armies of France; given arms 
to Russiaj maintained the armies and 
the Governments of Belgium and 
Serbia and altogether advanced three 
thousand million dollars, or three 
times the national debt of the Unit- 
ed States, to her war allies.

Lord Northcliffe, from somewhere 
in Italy, writes: To speak of our Brit- 
lsh Tommy—with whom, of course, I 
include his Australasian and Canadian 
cousins—the French Jacques, and the 
Italian Beppo as the three chiof Allied 
fighters on the western front is not 
to overlook that other heroic figure, 
the Belgian Jean. Tommy has proved 
an altogether unexpected character, 
even to those who thought they knew 
him. He is not in the least like Kip- 
ling’s soldiers, who represented a past 
generation. One essential in which 
he differs from all the soldiers of 
the world is his neatness and smart- 
ness. Neatness and smartness are 
akin to physical well-being, that is to 
say, to health, and with armies as 
with cities health comes first. 

For sheer coolness and bulldog 
tenacity there is no one to approach 
him. In the horrible days of the early 
part of the war, when we were prac: 
tically unprovided with shells or guns, 
he stood the appalling German artil- 
lery bombardment in the trenches 
round Ypres for days in a manner 
that made the Huns think him almost 
superhuman. Now that he is provid- 
ed with guns of all kinds and es- 
pecially with bombs, in throwing 
which he is a master, he has come 
into his own.

SLICK TRICKS OF WAR 


Fake Scenery to Decelve Enemy Aero- 
planes

A French writer says: Some one 
asked me if I knew that the scen- 
painters of the French theatres had 
been mobilized and formed into a bat- 
talion for the purpose of painting 
scenery to mask gun positions—and 
I laughed at the story. Since then I 
have seen gun positions so hidden. 
Suppose that it is found necessary to 
post a battery in the open, where no 
cover is available. In the ordinary 
course of events the German airmen 
would discover those guns before they 
had fired a dozen rounds, and the 
German batteries would promptly pro- 
ceed to put them out of action. So 
they erect over them a sort of tent, 
and the scene-painters are set to work 
so to paint that tent, that from a little 
distance it cannot 
from the surrounding scenery. If it 
{s on the Belgian littoral, they will 
paint it to look like a sand dune. If it 
{gs in the wooded country of Alsace or 
the Argonne, they will so paint it that, 
seen from an aeroplane, it will look 
like a clump of trees. I have seen a 
whole row of aeroplane hangars, each 
of them the size of a church, s0 clever- 
ly painted that, from a thousand feet 
above they could not be seen at all. 
A road over which there is heavy traf- 
fic Mes within both range and sight of 
the enemy’s guns. Anything seen 
moving along that road instantly be- 
comes the target for a rain of shells, 
So along the side of the road nearest 
the enemy is raised a screen of canvas 
painted to represent a row of trees 
such as commonly border French high- 
ways. Behind that canvas’ screen 
horse, foot and guns can then be mov- 
ed in safety, though the road must be 
kept constantly sprinkled so that the 
suspicions of German observers shall 
not be areused by a tell-tale cloud of 
dust. 


“ ALL IN ONE MORNING ” 


Canadian Soldier Experiences Several 
Very Narrow Escapes

A Port Elizabeth soldier writes: ‘In 
one hour on Saturday I was buried 
twice by great shells. The second 
time my pals had to dig me out. 
‘Again on Sunday I was buried almost 
‘at the same spot. From 10 a.m., when 
the fun started, I had a good many 
close calls. My rifle was badly dam- 
aged—hit in four places. First, the 
bayonet was smashed by a bullet; 
second, a bullet went clean through 
the butt about eight inches from my 
shoulder; third, a bullet ‘smashed the 
woodwork about the centre. The 
rifie was still good then, but the last 
‘shot damaged it altogether. It struck 
‘the bolt just above the magazine, and 
split the steel so much that I couldn't 
‘work the bolt. I threw it away then 
and took one from a dead man lying 
near. 

“One bullet made a hole right 
through the top of my steel helmet, 
taking a little hair with it. Another 
struck the top cartridge pouch of my 
equipment just below the heart and 
exploded seven cartridges. Another 
took the front of the pouch clean 
away. Another severed the strap at- 
tached to my water bottle. Another 
went clean through my waterproof 
sheet which was rolled and strapped, 
on the back of my belt, and a whizz- 
bang shell nose-cap knocked a small 
roll of sandbags clean off my should- 
er, to the strap of which it was fas- 
tened, with a piece of string. How 
is that for a narrow shave?

ZEPPELINS STRIKE 
BLINDLY BY NIGHT 


YAir Plrates Guided by Sound, 
Sight—Destroy Homes of the 
Poor Usually 
A correspondent of the Springfield 
Republican visited an important Mid- 
land city of several hundred thousand 
population the.day after a notable air 
raid. This city should have been a 
shining mark. It has many square 
miles of munitions works, and the 
facilities for driving off invaders were 
slight compared with those of Lon- 
‘don. The.city was warned of the ap- 
proach of a Zeppelin, and all lights 
were turned out, while the citizens 
fn obedience to orders stayed indoors, 
refraining from laughter or any other 
loud noise. For some time, perhaps. 
lf an hour, the invader hovered’ 
over the hushed and shrouded city, 
utterly at a loss where to strike. Then 
a distant railway train evidently gave 
the commander of the airship his first 
t of his whereabouts, and the 
ombs began to drop, until the whole 
cargo had been disposed of. Then 
the ship flew swiftly away. 
Poor People Victims 
As a result of this spectacular raid 
the correspondent found that between 
twenty and thirty people had been 
filled by the bombs and twenty 
ouses wholly destroyed. Despite the 
vast extent of the area occupied by 
munitions works, only one bomb 
dropped within it, destroying a pile 
bf railroad ties. Nearly all the bombs 
Yell in the thickly-populated districts 
upon the homes of the very poor, and 
it has been noted that this is the case 
with the great majority of the bomb: 
dropped in England since the begin- 
ning of the war. 
Must Follow Rivers 
It {8 supposed that this is due to 
the fact that the Zeppelins necessar 
fly follow the course of railways or 
rivers in their filght, and it seemr 
to be the rule in most cities that the 
railways pass through the most con- 
gested districts. The houses destroy. 
ed, for the most part, have been smali 
and poor, and in view of this fact 
jt is remarkable that the incendiary 
bombs have been able in not a single 
instance to start a conflagration ol 
any importance. 


SENT HER SIX SONS 


Ottawa French-Canadian Woman Did 
Her Bit Nobly 

One of the most inspiring examples 
of a mother’s patriotism that surely 
can be found anywhere is that of 
Mrs. Marie Lafrance, of 662 Welling- 
ton street, Ottawa. She had six grown- 
up sons, every one of them enlisted. 
One returned to Ottawa because flat- 
foot failed to get him by in the final 
medical examination. One son fought 
dn France 27 months before he was 
wounded; another, after fighting a 
year, went into hospital in England 
with prostration from the hardships 
of the trenches, which brought on 
rheumatism. Another son arrived in 
England about that time with a bat- 
tery, another thon joined a battery 
and the only other son was reported 
‘a8 missing from his battalfon since 
the attack on Courcelette. The sons 
of Mrs. Lafrance are: Pte. Joseph La- 
france, enlisted Aug. 22nd, 1914; Pte. 
Alfred Lafrance, enlisted July 24th, 
1915, aged 29 years; Pte. N. Lafrance, 
enlisted July 28th, 1915; Gunner Max 
‘Lafrance, enlisted March 8th, 1916; 
Gunner Oliver Lafrance, enlisted ‘May, 
1916; ex-Sergt. Henry Lafrance, re- 
jected on final medical examination, 
enlisted Aug. 2nd, 1915. 

The sad news that Noo, her favorite 
son, had been missing came from the 
Militia Department and the Httle wo- 
Man was beside herself with grief. 
Noe was 28 years old. He was with 
the famous French-Canadian battalion 
that took the village of Courcelette 
and was found to be missing from the 
ranks when the roll-call was made 
after the Germans had been decisively

HOW SAILORS SALUTE 


One of the first things taught to the 
Naval recruit before he goes on board 
his ship is that he must “salute the 
quarterdeck” when passing onto it 
when on board his ship at any time 
whether from a boat or direct from 
the shore. This is an ancient custom 
and is carried out by every officer and 
man whether he be the commander-in- 
chief in his own flagship or the ship’s 
cook’s youngest boy assistant. 

The Naval salute is different to that 
used in the army, the upper arm {s not 
raised at right angles to the body, but 
to an angle of about 45 degrees from 
the perpendicular, while the palm of 
the hand instead of being turned to 
the front is kept turned towards tho 
face, the forefinger nearly touching 
the peak of the cap in line with the 
eyebrow. As in the army the “off 
hand” is used for saluting. The “able- 
bodied seaman” is equivalent in rank 
to the private in the army, and is ex- 
pected to salute all officers, naval and 
military, in unform, the same.remarks 
apply to the sister service and all 
soldiers should salute naval officers 
when in uniform. 


FAMOUS IRISH LANDINGS 


Many Attempts to = to Use Ireland as a 
Base to Attack England 

There have been many parallel cases 

to the German attempt to land arms 
in Ireland, which ended in such a 
flasco and the capture of Roger Case- 
ment. The most notable took place 
at the end of the eighteenth century, 
the first being that of the famous 
French General Hoche, who, accom- 
panied by the Irish rebel, Wolfe Tone, 
attempted in December, 1796, to land 
6,500 troops, an imposing array of 
heavy guns, and thousands of rifles, 
with which it was proposed to arm the 
Irish people. Bad weather, however, 
upset the calculations of the leaders 
of the expedition, which never landed, 
and with great difficulty got back to 
Brest. 

Two years later General Humbert 
met with little better success when 
he landed 1,000 French troops in Kil- 
lala Bay. The Irish people, however, 
refused to join this daring raider, who 
was forced to surrender. This raid 
was followed a few weeks later by 
the landing at Rutland Island, near 
Arran, of a number of French soldiers 
and a supply of arms and ammunition 
under the guidance of the famous 
United Irishman, Napper Tandy. He 
brought with him General Rey, who 
was to lead the Irish people when they 
flew to arms. Unfortunately for Tan- 
dy, the population refused to join the 
standard of rebellion, took to the 
hills, and would have nothing to do 
with him, with the result that he went 
back to France with his French help- 
ers. 

Much more serious was the attempt 
made about the same time as the Nap- 
per Tandy fiasco, when a French fleet 
attempted to land troops in Killala 
Bay. It was promptly tackled by a 
British squadron, which captured prac- 
tically the whole of the French vessels 
in an engagement off Bloody Foreland. 
Wolfe Tone came over with this ex- 
pedition, and was captured. He was 
tried by court-martial as a traitor and 
sentenced to be hanged, but coiamit 
ted suicide in prison a few days later 


CANADIAN OFFICER 


REGAINS HIS HONOR 


Soldier Though Court-martialed Wins 
Back His Commlssion—Daring 
Deeds in “No Man’s Land” 

A London correspondent writes: 
Some titne ago Lieut. O. B. Jones, a 
Canadian officer, was dismissed by 
court-martial. Like that other dis- 
tinguished officer, Colonel John El- 


Kington, Lieut. Jones determined to 
“make good,” and so win back his 
honor. He thereupon enlisted as a 


private in| a well known Montreal 
battalion. Gallantry in the face c? 
the enemy won him his corporal's 
stripes; then he was promoted to be 
sergeant. His reckless courage 
brought the D.C.M., and, later, a bar. 
It was sald of him that he was “al- 
ways out killing Germans.” 

He was appointed wiring sergeant, 
then bombing sergeant, but it was as 
@ scout that he most distinguished 
himsolf. On March 21, 1916, he went 
over to the enemy trenches to exam- 
{ne them and stole a sniper’s plate 
(metal shield). A month later he 
again went over to the enemy tren- 
ches and secured another plate. 

Daring Idea 


After that Sergeant (as he now was) 
Jones was put in charge of the bomb- 
ers, and then came the big fight at 
the end of June. We had difficultics 
in ascertaining the enemy's new lines, 
and Jones was ordered to go out at 
night and find out exactly how the 
line stood. Knowing how hopeless 
it was to move about at night, Jcnes 
had the daring idea of going out by 
daylight. At 7 o'clock in the morning 
he slowly crept across “No Man's 
Land,” and _ followed an old com- 
munication trench. He finally reach- 
ed a strong sandbag block, and, hear- 
ing the enemy on the other side knew 
that he had arrived at their lines. 

He secured an_ entrenching tool 
from a dead German, and started to 
make a tunnel right under the sand- 
bags. He eventually got through to 
tle other side, covered himself with a 
sandbag, and crept into a hole. Al- 
though a German sentry was firing at 
random he stayed there for two hours 
unharmed. 


Counting the Enemy 


He was able to count the number 
of the garrison, and to fix the exact 
location of the new line, and all bomb- 
ing and machine gun strong points. 
The result was that after a few hours 
our artillery were able to drive the 
Germans out of their positions. In 
this work Sergt. Jones was assisted 
by Sergt. W. A. Thompson, who was 
since been killed on the Somme. Both 
sergeants got the D.C.M. for this great 
act of heroism. 

Some weeks later Sergt. Jones was 
out patrolling for twenty hours under 
same circumstances on 
which he won his bar to the D.C.M. 
He amused himself reading ‘Omar 
Khayyam.” This was the occasion 
when he was wounded by machine gun 
fire on the Somme.

Lord French, speaking at Wolver- 
hampton, said that whenever we heard 
of naval engagements’in the Channel 
it was always possible that behind 
more enemy ships of war transports 
might be bringing troops to land in 
this country at some unoccupied point.

“The Empire War Council,’ con- 
tinued the Premier, ‘‘will deal with 
all general ‘questions affecting the war. 
The Prime Ministers or their repre- 
sentatives will be temporary mem- 
bers of the War Cabinet, and we 
propose to arrange that all matters 


of firstrate importance should be con- 


sidered at a series of speci] mectires. 
Nothing affecting the dominions, the 
conduct of the war or negotiations 
for peace will be excluded from its 
purview. There will, of course, be do- 
mestic questions which eich part of 
the Empire must settle for itself — 
questions such as recruiting in the 
United Kingdom, or home leyislation. 
Such domestic matters will be our 
only reservation, but we propose that 
everything else should be, so to 
speak, on the table.’’ 

‘Will the discussions include such 
matters as the fate of the German 
colonies ?’’ was asked.

Russia’s Successful Use of Fascinating 
Women 8Sples 


In the secret service of every coun- 


try, beautiful, fascinating women are , 
largely employed; but no Government 


makes such successful use of them as 
that of Russia. Our ally, says Tit-Bits, 
chooses her spies from the fairest of 
Russia's daughters, and, without ex- 
ageeration, it may be sald that the 
charm and beauty of these accomplish- 
ed Russian women is almost hypnotic, 
even more s0, perhaps, than that of 
the fair ladies of France. One of the 
most successful of ‘Russian women 
spies. is the ‘beautiful widow of an 
army officer. She has travelled all 
over the world for the Russian Govern- 
ment, and once, when in Japan, nearly 
lost her life by being given poisoned 
sweets. 

Another beautiful Russian spy has 
masqueraded for years as a dancing 
girl on the Russian border, although 
in reality she is of noble birth.

A Russian countess who is in Rus- 
sia’s secret service has in the course 
of her career successfully masquerad- 
ed as an American, learning the tricks 
of language and mannerisms perfect- 
ly. When in Japan, too, she adopted 
that country’s costumes and language 
without arousing suspicion.

PRUSSIAN PRINCE'S PANIC 


How the Kalser’s Son Was Driven 
From “Home” 


Prince Eitel, the Katser’s second 
son, (according to Le Journal) at one 
time held the command on the north- 
ern front of the Somme, and his 
General Headquarters were in the 
chateau of the little village of Temple 
La Fosse. One evening a big naval 
gun was trained on the chateau, dis- 
tant only ten miles. The aim was so 
exact that every one of the shots hit 
the mark. In less than two hours all 
that remained of the chateau was a 
heap of flaming ruins. 

The curiosity of the French gun- 
ners as to the fate of Prince Eltel was 
satisfied by German prisoners taken 
next day, who reported that the first 
shell struck the right wing of the 
chateau a few yards from the room 
which served the Prince and his Staff 
as & map room\ 

Seized with panic, the Kaiser’s son 
and his suite fled downstairs, jumped 
{nto motor cars, and made off at full 
speed, not stopping until they were 
a dozen miles behind the lines. The 
Prince’s terror, which soon became 
known to the whole army, was severe- 
ly commented on by the Kaiser’s sol-

HEROISM OF THE FRENCH 


Men Who Seize the Opportunity and 
Save the Situation 

Among the episodes recounted by 
men wounded in battle is one record- 
ing the conspicuous gallantry of a 
French infantry commandant named 
De Font Reaux. On one of the most 
critical days of the struggle round 
Douaumont, the men of one regiment, 
dazed by five hours’ incessant shell- 
ing, weakened in the centre. Their 
line was not broken, but they threaten- 
ed to yleld. The men in some places 
fell back a couple of hundred paces 
and threw themselves on the ground. 
De Font Reaux, realizing the danger, 
seized a rifie and deliberately walked 
forward under a hail of shrapnel and, 
standing alone on the crest where the 
fire was hottest, shouted, “On your 
feet, lads, and form fours!” The men 
immediately obeyed. When they had 
formed up into an open column the 
commandant, shouldering his rifle, 
shouted “Forward!” and led them 
back to the firing line. 

During the German bombardment of 
Verdun and the surrounding positions, 
which lasted 120 hours without a stop, 
three men were buried in an under- 
ground sap on the Plateau de la 
Vauche. Thoy had just finished pack- 
ing a mine at the end of the sap and 
were on the way back to the surface 
when a German 8-inch shell exploded 
above them and blew in the roof of 
the gallery. They thought their last | 
hour had come, and one of them pull- 
ed out a revolver to end his life. But 
a comrade stopped him, pointing out | 
that the mine they had just laid must | 
soon explode and they would either: 
be blown to pieces or, if the packing 
held good, would be able to dig their ' 
way to safety. His supposition proved 
correct. Hardly had he finished speak- \ 
ing when there was a deafening report | 
and the gallery was filled with hot air 
and gases. Half-choked the three men 
crawled back along the gallery to the 
wall they had built and cut their way , 
through into the crater formed by the 
explosion. It took them over an hour 
to force a way through the heaps of 
German corpses at the bottom of the 
ete the surface. On reaching the 

h air the men fainted. Hight 
hours later they were discovered by. 
stretcher-bearers and taken away in 
an ambulance. 


Wonders of Sclence

There arb in- 
stances of enemy bullets, ploughing 
through the shoulders, splinterin 
arms, and actually reaching the left 
ventricle of the heart.

Sandy turned round and said, 
‘Jock, throw on a bit wood; they nae 
ha’ got oor range yet.’” 


Pen Picture of Calm, Solld, Confident 
Master of Hosts 

The special correspondent of a Lon- 
don newspaper draws the following 
interesting pen picture of General 
Joffre, who is believed to be supreme 
head of all the Allied armies, as he 
appeared at general headquarters: “It 
was in a small room 10 ft. by 15 ft., 
furnished with quiet taste, that Joffre 
foretold the doom of the Teutonic 
drmies. His kepi, adorned with gold 
braid, hung on the back of an arm 
chair, section maps were on the walls 
and tables, marked at different points 
with pencilled arrowheads, each of 
which had been the signal for launch- 
ing hundreds of thousands of shells 
at the corresponding point of the ac- 
tual line. It is with a stubby pencil 
lying on his desk that the Generaliss!- 
mo decrees the hammer blows where- 
with the French and British armies 
are wasting German man-power. 

“Nothing seems easier than to say 
General Joffre a call; in reality he is 
the most difficult man in Europe to 
approach at this moment. The ef- 
ficiency of the precautions taken to 
safeguard him is demonstrated by 
their unobtrusiveness, yet his safety 
is as perfect as human ingenuity can 
make it. Vastly more interesting than 
his surroundings, however, is the man 
himself. Gentle and paternal, like-an 
old village priest, he in no way con- 
veys the impression of a superman 
to whose supreme care the lives of 
millions of soldiers are entrusted. 

“This crushing responsibility he has 
carried for years without faltering. 
He is the same Joffre who began to 
move his millions in August, 1914, and 
an officer who has been in constant 
touch with him assures me that 
neither victory nor reverse seems to 
affect the steel nerves of.this great 
war chief. His low-pitched voice 
never rises above conversational level, 
his slow-moving speech never acceler- 
ates under excitement, because he 
never appears excited. His snowy 
head, on the well-set burly body, is 
that of a thinker. His grey eyes re- 
flect none of the horrors of the titanic 
struggle of which an hourly report has 
reached him for tragic years. And 
though he has borne the most tremen- 
dous weight of responsibility that ever 


. fell to a single man, without a day's 


rest, his health remains perfect. The 
secret is that he does his job without 
worrying. His ambitions are two— 
first, to win final victory; then, to re- 
tire for life on a houseboat on one 
of France's beautiful streams.” 


DDGS USED IN WAR 


Training Dogs For Patrol and Ambu- 
lance Work 


One of the most interesting estab- 
lishments of the French army is that 


; of the French sheep dog, which are 


being employed in ambulance and pa- 
trol work. There are only about 26 
in number. Training has to be begun 
when the dogs are very young. The 
first thing, of course, is implicit obedi- 
ence. Then it is a question of train- 
ing them not to fear gun fire. Once 
trained, they show themselves abso- 
lutely fearless, and so far from recoil- 
ing from a shell-burst they usually 
rush forward and bark furiously at it. 
On ambulance work they perform 
much the same duties as those of St. 
Bernards. They are sent out to scour 
the ground, and when they have found 
@ wounded man they bring back some 
article of his apparel. A doctor and 
two orderlies are then detailed to fol- 
low the dog, who brings them to the 
place where the wounded man is ly- 
ing. The following story is told of 
“Fanfare,” one of the “Bar Rouge” 
breed. The dog was carrying a mes- 
sage from the front line to the rear 
when he was very badly hit in the 
foreleg by shrapnel. As soon as he 


had pulled himself together he limped 
on to his destination on three legs, 
and then insisted on returning to the 
front patrol who had originally sent 
him out.

Described—Fine Comradeship and 
Efficiency of Pupils 


An Englishwoman writes of the 
work of a school for women conduc- 
tors, as follows: “They'll never stick 
it!” a friendly omnibus conductor had 
assured me, when IJ asked his opinion 
upon the proposed incursion of the 
fair sex into his sacred precincts.
